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County Cuts *428, 


The 1989 Crawford County budget calls for 
spending $427,957 less than the 1988 amend- 
ed budget. 

Crawford County commissioners had to 
reduce the 1989 budget because revenues 
are expected to drop $500,691 this year com- 
pared to 1988. 

Most of the cuts were distributed through- 
out the county departments. Two major dif- 
ferences in the 1988 and 1989 budgets result- 
ing in a iower 1989 total concerns the county 
ambulance and the mental health offices. 

The county ambulance corps will operate 
under its own fund in 1989 and will not be in- 
cluded in the general fund, County commis- 
sioners will still oversee the ambulance ser- 
vice but it will be separate from the county 
genera! fund much the same way the fish 
hatchery and iandfill operate. 

The county budget showed $85,600 in 
revenues from the ambulance service in 


1988. (About $45,000 in outstanding bills is 
not reflected in these totals. County am- 
bulance director Tony Doremire said the 
majority of this amount was billed in the 
last three months and will probably be col- 
lected.) 

The county budget showed $103,205 in ex- 
penditures for the ambulance service for 
1988, 

In the 1989 county budget, nothing appears 
under expenditures or revenues for the am- 
bulance since it will be operated as a 
Separate fund. This is one reason the 1989 
county budget is significantly lower than the 
1988 budget. 

The biggest reason for the lower 1989 bud- 
get is the absence of $200,000 in revenues 
and expenditures for the new mental health 
offices. Although the $200,000 for the new of- 
fices wasn’t county money, the funds had to 
go through the county and were included in 


County Ambulance 
Service To Fund 
itself In 1989 


The Crawford County Ambulance Corps 
will support itself beginning in 1989. The 


- county commissioners voted to establish a 


separate fund just for the ambulance ser- 
vice. 

All revenues from ambulance services 
will go into the fund and the fund will cover 
the expenses for operating the county am- 
bulance corps. 

Although the ambulance service won’t be 
in the county’s general fund, the commis- 
sioners still will oversee the service. 

The ambulance director and county trea- 
surer are required to give a financial report 
of the ambulance fund monthly to the com- 
missioners, If revenues are not covering ex- 
penditures, the new arrangement will be re- 
considered by the commissioners. 

The county is going to loan the new am- 
bulance fund $5,000 to get started and the 
loan will be repaid over the next nine 
months. 

Salaries, contracted services, or equip- 
ment purchases must be authorized by the 
commissioners. . 

With the new ambulance fund, a new fee 
schedule for ambulance services went into 
effect for 1989. Emergency runs for resi- 
dents increased from $150 to $195 for the 
base fee. The cost for each mile went from

$3 loaded mile to $3.50 per mile round trip. 

Emergency runs for non-residents in- 
creased from $200 base to $230. The mile 
cost increased the same as for residents and 
oxygen costs increased from $5 to $12 for 
both residents and non-residents. 

Transfer costs increased from $150 to $195 
base for residents and from $200 to $230 for 
non-residents. 

The 1989 budget is based on 59 ambulance 
runs, about the same as in 1988. The 590 runs 
will bring in an estimated $156,800 in 
revenues in 1989. 

Expenditures are expected to total 
$148,300 and that includes accounting for 
$23,520 in unpaid bills throughout the year. 
After an adjustment of $3,500 for lost 
revenue on medicare and medicaid pa- 
tients, the ambulance fund projects a fund 
balance of $5,000 for its first year operating 
as a separate fund. 

The 1989 budget includes wages for two 
full-time attendants at $14,400 a year and a 
total of $38,500 left for part-time attendants. 
The director’s salary is $9,000 and a clerk's 
wages are $4,820, 

The Crawford County Ambulance Corps 
was started in January of 1975. From 1975 to 
April of 1987 the Corps used volunteers to 
provide 24-hour coverage.

Tragedy Marred 1988 
in Crawford County 


It’s fortunate Crawford County does not 
grow or bottle wines here -- for 1988 would 


‘ have to wear the label of a very bad year. 


In fact, the headlines throughout 1988 
showed it to be mostly a year marked by 
tragedy and sadness. 

The lamentable news in 1988 started 
right in January when Larry Drouillard, 
Larry Farley, and Stephanie Wakeley were 
charged with kidnapping Renee Drouillard, 
21, beating her, and chaining her to a tree 
overnight in 25-below temperature. 

In February, John Phillips was charged 
with the stabbing death of Tracy Moon, a 18- 
year-old pregnant mother of a young son. 

On July 6th, Jean Love was beaten to 
death at the Hard Times Saloon. The mur- 
der suspect Laverne Hoy later killed him- 
self in North Dakota. 

In October, Richard Conway, 31, was 
charged with open murder in connection of 
the death of his 11-week-old daughter, 

Traffic accidents also were’‘abundant in 
1988. In March Robert Levato, 23, died in an 
auto accident on U.S. 27 in Beaver Creek 
Township. 

On July 21 and July 25 out-of-town per- 
sons were killed on the highways. A 72-year- 
old woman lost her life on M-72 and a 50- 
year-old truck driver died of a possible 
heart attack while driving on 1-75. 

On August 26 a Warren 23-year-old man 
was killed near the intersection of M-97 and 
M-18, 

On Nov. 5 John Gugin, of Roscommon, 
died from an accident on Pioneer Read in 
South Branch Township.

Among all the fires in the county in 1988, 
the McQueen residence at Lake Margrethe 
was destroyed in June and the Barnes 
residence in Frederic was destroyed in 
November. 

The sad news in 1988 continued with the 
loss of archery legend Fred Bear on April 
ah 

In March three bear cubs were found af- 
ter their mother was shot. 

On the down side of the news, millage 
proposals for Hanson Hills were defeated 
twice in August and November. School 
millage were also defeated twice in 
February and April. 

The community was also split apart on 
several hot issues. A committee appointed- 
by the ggvernor held public hearings that 
were we} attended by people expressing 
opinions About Camp Grayling. An exit poll 
showed most residents supported the camp 
but would be concerned about increases in 
training. A lawsuit by AMAC against the 
state and Camp Grayling was dismissed in 
Circuit Court, 

Other meetings also covered a road-end 
proposed ordinance for Lake Margrethe, a 
Maple Forest Township hearing concerning 
Camp Lehman, and rezoning meetings on 
the former Rayburn property. A controver- 
Sial no-kill rule returns to the AuSable River 
int December when a Court of Appeals ruling 
overturned an injunction against the no-kill 
order.

different opinions around the county were a 
logging sled pulled out of Lake Margrethe 
and the removal order for Salling Dam.

Group Calls For Intrastate

Trucking Deregulation 


Deregulation of Michigan’s intrastate 
trucking industry could reduce transporta- 
tion costs for business and industry by $86.6 
million per year, according to a study re- 
leased by the Association for Safe and Com- 
petitive Transportation (ASCT). 

The association, advocating the deregu- 
lation through the elimination of the Public 
Service Commission’s authority over the in- 
trastate carriers, said not only would there 
be monetary savings, but new jobs, im- 
proved ¢ ‘iciency and greater service avail- 
able. 

‘It would enhance Michigan's business 
climate. Michigan’s current regulation of 
the motor carrier industry has had a damp- 
ening effect on intrastate shipping vitality,” 
said Bill Rustem of Public Sector Consul- 
tants of Lansing. 

“We estimate that deregulation would re- 
sult in a 20 percent reduction in transporta- 
tion costs, which would create some 1,300 
new jobs and $36 million in personal income 
by 1990 and generate approximately $2.4 
million in state tax revenues annually,” 

Fid Gaffney, spokesperson for the associa- 
tion, said the current regulation puts Mich- 
igan businesses at a competitive disadvan- 
tage regionally and nationally because in- 
trastate trucking is more expensive than in 
surrounding states. 

‘Michigan is quickly becoming an island 
of regulation as Indiana begins deregulation 
this year and Ohio, as well as Ontario, con- 
sider it,” he said. 

Bill Long, chair of the PSC, said the com- 
mission is not adverse to looking at pro- 
posed revisions in its current policies, but it 
is the Legislature that makes the laws by 
which it must operate. 

But he said the igcue does not seem to be 


so much the regulation itself, but the costs to 
shippers because of it. 

‘Maybe there’s not a need for as much 
regulation in some areas as in others. Some 
of the trucking companies probably like it as 
it is,’’ Long said. 

Rustem said when deregulation is pro- 
posed, those who oppose it usually argue 
that public safety will be jeopardized with- 
out strict regulations. 

“Conversely,”” he said, ‘‘little evidence 
exists that economic regulation makes a sig- 
nificant contribution to trucking safety.” 

To accomplish the deregulation, over a 
two year period, Rustem said the associa- 
tion is recommending the Legislature look 
at eliminating restrictions on routes or terri- 
tories of operation and commodities 
carried; eliminating the requirement that 
carriers wishing to enter the industry 
demonstrate the need for their services; 
permitting carriers to discontinue service at 
their diseretion, and allowing free rate set- 
ting and negotiation by all carriers. 

The deregulation would affect about 20 
percent of the trucking industry in the state. 

Deregulation of interstate trucking by the 
federal government, Gaffney added, has re- 
sulted in a $63 billion annual savings to the 
U.S. economy, 

The federal deregulation was in the early 
1980s and state regulations were modified in 
1982, Long said. ‘It has opened up. We have 
been granting quite a bit... more companies 


are allowed to do business. There’s more ' 


flexible ranges,”’ 

Long said should the Legislature choose to 
revise the PSC guidelines, it must look at the 
impact on smaller companies which might 
be squeezed out of business by larger com- 
panies which can offer better rates.

We wrote that the Bill Cosby 
show would slip in the ratings (it didn’t), 
and the Michael J. Fox show would stay hot 
(it did). 

A big goof was our bold insight that Dan 
Rather would leave the CBS news anchor 
slot; he seems as strong as ever. 

In sports, Dary] Rogers left the Detroit 
Lions before season’s end, as predicted, but 
we were way off base at University of Mich- 
igan where we predicted Bo Schembechler 
would hang it up as football coach, and 
would miss the athletic director’s job in 
favor of Hockey Coach Red Berensen. 
Wrong all over the place. 

Kirk Gibson, as predicted, went to Los 
Angeles for 1988; but the tag end of that pre- 
diction foresaw Sparky Anderson following 
in 1989; we still have a change on half of 
that.

There’s a problem whenever we start 
thinking more about what we are going to 
get than what we are going to give.

Yes, it’s nice to 
sing Christmas carols to shut-ins, but they 
would like to hear the sound of singing 
voices anytime during the year. Yes, it’s 
Benerous to pack food baskets for the hun- 
gry. But they need to eat throughout the 
other eleven months of the year.

Why limit our good deeds to one-twelfth of 
the year? 

Think about peace on earth and goodwill 
to ail.

event and continues certain customs and 
traditions which recall it. 

It is a time to renew old friendships, to 
Bive, to love, to sing, to practice peace -- 
maybe more than usual — but it’s not the 
only time to do these things. We have tu: ned 
Christmas into a grand Spectacle that 
allows us to practice certain behaviors for a 
limited period of time which are much more 
appropriately practiced the whole year 
through. 

Immediately after the Christmas holiday, 
we turn our attentions back to ourselves, We 
make our list of New Year Resolutions.

Press potatoes into pan to make one 
large “pancake”, pour milk over, cover 
tightly and fry slowly about 30 minutes or 
until a very brown crust forms on the bot- 
tom. Cover with a plate and flip potatoes on- 
to it. Slide back into pan and brown.

Prepare potatoes as above. Cook slices 
bacon, diced, until crisp and remove. Add 2 
medium onions, finely chopped, to bacon fat 
and cook until just transparent. Add butter 
or oil to make 4 tbsp. total: including the 
bacon fat. Add potatoes and cook as in basic 
recipe. When ready to flip over, sprinkle 
half the bacon in the pan before flipping and 


. sprinkle remaining bacon on top. 


Escabeche 

This South American dish is traditionally 
made with raw fish which is ‘‘cooked”’ by 
pickling. With the contaminants so frequent- 
ly found in fish today, this recipe seems a 
wiser choice.
